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CROP DISASTER QUALITY LOSS 
n addition to the quantity loss portion of the 
005-2007 Crop Disaster Program, producers 
ay be eligible for quality loss payments for 

he same years.  
here are three thresholds that must be met 

o qualify for a crop disaster quality loss. 
hey are: 1) Economic loss, 2) Quality loss 
ased on grade and discount factors, 3) 
uality loss that was not al-ready 

ompensated by crop insurance. You must 
ave had a 25 percent loss in price received 
ompared to the state committee price set for 
ach commodity or price established through 
 marketing contract to meet an economic 
oss.

FARM STORAGE FACILITY LOANS 
ow cost loans for storage facilities are 
vailable for producers to build or remodel 
arm storage facilities for a variety of 
ommodities, including wheat, grain sorghum, 
oybeans and corn.  
he seven-year Farm Storage Facility Loans 
re available for the purchase and installation 
f eligible storage facilities, permanently 
ffixed drying or handling equipment, or 
emodeling existing facilities. Eligible 
acilities include new conventional-type bins 
nd new and remanufactured oxygen-limiting 
nd other silo-type structures.  
ll Farm Storage Facility Loans are secured 
y a promissory note and security agreement. 
he maximum amount that may be borrowed 

s 85 percent of the net cost of the storage or 
andling equipment, up to $100,000 for each 
orrower. Loans $50,000 and over required a 
eal estate mortgage.
